Trouble "in California Can be
Adjusted, the Diet is Told
by Officials,

NEGOTIATIONS - STISFAGTORY

Premier Hara and Foreign Minister
Uchida Opening Session of Na-
tion's Legislative Body.
Washington,—Negotiations betwebn
the Japanese snd the United States
governments for adjustment of fssues
arising from anti-alien land legisla-
tion by the state of Californin were
viewed as satisfactory and hopeful by
Premier .Hara and Foreign Ministér
Uchida in addresses at the reopening

of the Japanese diet.

Uchida, who devoted more attention
to the negotiations than did the pre-
mier, told the diet that “a frank and
free exchange of views has been pro-
ceeding on various points involved in
the question,” He added “that we
confidently trust that an adjustment
compatible with the honor and inter-
ests of both countries had finally been
arrived at.”

“The historic good relations between
Japan apd the United States needs no
reiteration,” Uchida said in taking up
what his colleague had termed “the
California gquestion,” “The’ relations
between the two nations have steadily
grown in importance from political,
economic, socinl and wvarious other
points of view. It Is true that this
triendly relationship is not without on
oeccasional mingling of fncidents that
fs almost inevitable in any Interna.
tional relations. But I am firmly of
the opinion that fundamentally the
relationship between Japan and Amer-
{ca 18 as cordinl as ever, and that there
are no such insurmountable obstacles
as might disturb basic factors which
govern that relationship. .

Operations of Japanege troops In Si-
berin were discussed by Viscount
Uchida, who, however, made no men-
tion of any immediate intention of his
governmeént to withdraw the troops
from the Vladivostok area.

The resolution by United States
Senator Borah for a “naval holiday,”
and its favorable reception in the
newsgpapers of Japan, served as the
basis of the principal interpellation in
the house of representatives. U, Ha-
maouchi of the opposition pariy said
that he neither was a peace ndvocate
nor an advocate of war belween Ja-
pan and America, but that the naval
expenditures of both nations should
be of the same proportions us far s
possible,

America, he added, appeared to b.
planning the greatest navy in the
world, but the natural resources of Ja-
pan would not permit competition
with America. Thus, he declared, there
would be a wide gulf in the naval
strength of the two nations.

PITTSBURGH DISTRICT DEAD

Buying Strike Causes Much Idleness
in Big Industrial Plants, a
Recent Survey Shows.

Pittsburgh.—One hundred and eighty
thousand men are out of employment
in the Pittsburgh district, "workshop
of the world,” embracing Western
Pennsylvania, Eastern Ohio and North-
ern West Virginin, and the number
is increasing nlmost daily, according
to a survey of the Industrial situation
just completed here,

The iron, steel and coal industries
have been hardest hit, but in virtual-
Iy all other lines— building trades
glass, chemicals, clothing, brick, ce-
ment, rubber and pottery—the effect
of the nation-wide “buylng strike”™ has
been paralyzing.

Constantinople.—A renewed mili-
tary occupation of Constantinople by
the allies is Imminent. The interal-
lied representatives have notified the
grand vizier of the measures they
propose to lake.

Franco-British reinforcements will
be quartered in public bulldings requi-
sitioned in Stamboul, ‘where already
there are several thousand interal-
lied forces.

The firat important polnt to be ob-
served I8 the selection of good seed,
say speclalists of the United States
Department of Agriculture. Consider-
able care should be used in this re-
spect well In advance of the time of
seeding. This Is particularly true at
present, when a large propertion of
the red clover seed used in the United
States comes from abroad. If poor
seed 1s used the expected crop may be
a partial or total faflure.

Good Seed Is Plump.

Gond red clover seed ls plump or
well filled, bright with a slight luster,
the color of Individual seeds ranging
from violet to Hght yellow, The Indi-
vidual seeds should be at least me-
dium sized and falrly uonlform, free of
adulterants of any kind and from
seeds of noxfons weedn

Home-grown seed is desirable, aspe-
cinlly In the North, because it Is al-
most ceriain to be adapted to local
conditions, If it is not svallable, sarm-

ples should be obtained from rellable
dealers. These should be examined
for adulterants, weed seeds and shriv-
eled seeds. They should also be test-
ed for germination before purchasing
In quantity.

In the absence of more accurate
methods an estimate should be made
of the proportion of true red clover
seed and of weed seeds and other im-
purities. From tha. red clover seed
separnted from all Impurities, a count-
ed pumber, ns 100, shonld be taken
Just a5 they come. These seeds should
be placed between layers of moistened
cloth or paper or merely covered In &
bed of sand or light soll. A dinner
plate, covered with another, 1s n sult-4
able germinating receptacle. It ecan
be kept In the Uving room, at n tem-
peraiure between 88 and 85 degrees.
Between the third and sixth days the
sprouting abllity of the seeds should
be shown.

It should be borne o mind that the
sowing valne of the seed Is represent-
¢ by the amount of true clover which
will  germinate with  reasonable
prompiness. Thus, If fourfifths of »
sample is pure clover, and only three-
fourths will sprout, then only three-
fifths, or 60 per cent, of the original
seed ns offered will grow. Thus, the
